and needless tragedies. Perhaps it is because I think it may yet dawn on 
yon that if you hava been and are being lmpoaed upon, your cupidity cannot but 
bring new and greeter Buffering to hi a survivors. 

In any evart, at some point this awful horror will come apart. At 
that time, tf only beeanas of the information I offer you, Burke Marshall 
will hove no Innocence. 

You permitted the use of the nemes of same of these survivors in 
an obvious propaganda ploy by or in the name of the recent Attorney General 
in connection with bis panel "review", « hardly appropriate but the only 
official designation. I now infotnt you that among the other thinge vary 
wrong with that "review" I hsve L fbtrovertible evldenoe that it ie not in 
any sense complete. By this 1 nnnrf that the report ia not complete end the 
"work" ws« not complete end was designed to avoid met, to the knowledge of 
everyone concerned, could not be avoided In the use to which it was put. 

Your silence cn this, I scgc®et, involves the fmnily in a much 
greeter tragedy end acendsl then you ney conceive, ifrom the public record, 
in fact, you brought this particular one on thorn, X hope this record also 
Is inadequate, that there may be acme other explanation.
